McMeekin said in an interview that 'o 
the purpose of the examination wks V 
to determine whether the fatal head 
shot could have/been fired from the 
front and not the rear, as the Warren 
Commission/concluded. ' ; • 

McMeekin said he and his col-/ 
leagues have not yet reported their 
findings to the commission, but He 
added that he found nothing to refute 
the Warren Commission’s conclusion . 
that the fatal shot was fired by Lee 
Harvey Oswald from the sixth floor of 
the Texas Book Depository in Dallas.
